DRY FEDERATION SPEAKER HURLS LOGIC AT Gfand Lodge Officers

and now idontllled with the "Dry Fed­ 
eration" 
movement

spoke to an audience of ahout 
200 
lieoplo In the high school auditorium 
Monday night, taking as his general 
suhject the necessity for the support 
of the amendment proposed for the 
state constitution, whi(h, If 
passed, 
will 
make 
California 
a 
prohlhltlon 
state. 


The meeting wan presided over by 
W. Q. Custer, and on the-stage with 
the speaker was a large chorus choir 
made 
up 
of 
the 
four 
evangelical 
churches of the city. 
Rev. D. V. Staf­ 
ford of the f;iirlf;tlan cliurch led the 
pcoplf! In prayer, and Rev. H. J. Mc- 
Connoll also took part in t^io program. 
Ti)o W.C.T.Ii. and various f:hurch or- 
ganizatlfjns wore represented.

"Vou don't Huppos(; that I would lu! 


Kpending $500 to lake this cure If I 
could rpilt of my own accord," said 
one patient. 
And this , the speaker 
said, was slgiilfh^ant, and taught hlin, 
more than anything else, that the only 
way to stop people from using lUpior 
was to prohibit the sale of it. 


One 
of 
the 
strong 
Intrenchments 
that the dry federation must light is 
that of the "dollars and cents idea," 
the speaker said. 
Iluslness men are 
prone to ask how the government will 
receive its rovetuie If the sale of 11- 
(|uor is stopped in the nation. 
The 
si)Ottker 
answered 
tlie 
ciuestlon 
by 
saying that the money spent for liquor 
would he Invested In new business in 
the coimtry; that tlie country would 


be richer and happier, and that reve­ 
nue would come from other sources. 


"Why should the government get a 
living from a trndlc that is destruc­ 
tive 
rather 
than 
constructive?" 
the 
speaker asked, 
if they must have a 
reveiuK! to lake the jihice of the li­ 


quor revenue, let the government tax 
legitimate liusiness." 


The speaker made a strong point of 
the pure food law. 
Ho said that it 
costs $3,000,000 to maintain the pure 
food 
bureau, 
which 
is 
supposed 
to 
watch closely that we are not poison­ 
ed by Improrierly prepared foods. 
If 
a groceryman sold a family a package 
of food that caused the people who 
partook of it to reel and stumble and 
fall down insensible, the groceryman 
would be arrested. The food wotild be 
analysed, and whoever was to blame 
for the poiscin in the food would be 
made responsible to the government, 
and the making of this particular food 
would be prohibited. 
Why does not 
the pure food commission abolish the 
sale of poisonous Intoxicating Ihiuors? 
the speaker asked. It is merely a case 
of custom against good sense, he said. 


"The Ikluor traffic ha.s injured more 
lives, and sent m o r e souls luishrived 
to Judgment 
than all 
wars, and 
all 
catastrf)plies 
since 
Xoali 
stood 
this 
side of the flood," tiio speaker said. 
"Men m a y gf-t drunk and wallow on 
the lloor of congresH; 
they 
m a y go 


home and beat their wives and burn 
their children on red-hot stoves; 
they 


may fail Into tlie dltcth and die; lives 
of friends and relatives m a y be spoil­ 
ed and lirokeii, and tlHi hrokenhearled 
cry to (iod for redress; children may 
go hungry 
and 
naked, and yet 
the 
trafllc goes on, saiiclloiied by you and 


1, wlio will not vote against, who will 
not put It out of business by the bal­ 
lot." 


"How long are we to be coadjutors 
and co-workers with the ihpior Inter­ 
ests?" the speaker asked. 
"As long 
as we refuse to vote against tlie li­ 
quor tralTlc we are accepting a por­ 
tion of the responsibility. 
We are all 
liquor-sellers as long as we allow the 
United States to take toil from this 
damnable business." 


"Tills is not a time to take a parti­ 
san 
vot(!, 
Democrats, 
and 
Prohllil- 
tionlsts, and Republicans and I'rogres- 
sivos and Socialists, should all enlist 
tinder this banner. 
No 
candidates 
should be or will bo pledged to this 
amendment to the constitution. 
It is 
tt separate question for the people to 
decide for themselves." 


After the speech, the meeiting devot­ 
ed Itself to the raising of funds for 
the carrying on of the campaign, and 
a local "dry federation" was formed.

Dr. Richard G. Boone, acting head 
of the department of education of the 
University of California, and at one 
time dean of the University of Indi­ 


an^, was the speaker Thursday even­ 
ing in the high school auditorium be- 
j fore 250 people, under the r.usplces of 
the county institute plan. The meet­ 
ing was presided over by Assistant 
County Superintendent Wheat. 


Two pleasing features of the even­ 
ing preceded the speaker. 
An orches­ 
tra of little girls gave some very dain­ 
ty little musical numbers. 
Mrs. .1. .T. 
Morgan, wife of the principal of the 
high 
school, 
read 
selections 
from 
Zangwlll'B "The Melting Pot." 


"The Vocational Motive In Educa­ 
tion," 
was Dr. Boone's subject, and 
the spedker proved to be a man who 
Is courageously 
presenting advanced 
views 
coiicernlng 
American 
school 
systems, based on a lifetime spent in 
the work. 
He spoke in the beginning 
of the fact that the population of Cal­ 
ifornia 
has doubled since 
1890, and 
that the high school enrollment has 
made the remarkable Increase of 77.5 
per cent In that time. 


"We teach books and not subjects," 
he said; "books and not things; the 
schools are founded on books; exam­ 
inations are made up from books; stu­ 
dies from books." 


When the races now called civilized 
were just emerging from a state of 
semi-savagery, the speaker said, there 
was a discovery made that changed 
the 
whole 
tenor 
of 
the 
world's 
thought. There was suddenly a reali­ 
zation that education could be obtain­ 
ed from the old manuscripts of the 
Athenian Greeks and from the Latin 
literature of thousands of years be­ 
fore. 
The crude printing press was 
Invented, wlilch made It possible to 
duplicate at will as many copies as 
were needed of these old manuscripts, 
and those few men who had yearnings 
toward the arts, the study and 
the 
teaching of theology and mythology, 
became the scholars of the day. 
From 
that day down to the present, we have 
taught 
from books. 
At 
first 
It was 
only the male who was thought to be 
sufllciently 
important 
to 
be 
taught. 
Mayor 
Qulncy of Boston, 300 
years 


ago, 
when the 
Boston Latin 
school 
was In Its early days, opposed suc­ 
cessfully the maintenance of a similar 
school for girls, on the grounds that 
the city could not afford to educate 
women, and that they would undoubt­ 
edly learn a lot of things they should 
not know anyhow. 


Today in the United States 
there 
are 400,000 teachers 
In 
the 
public 
schools 
and 
colleges, 
and 
eighteen 
millions of school children. Dr. Boone 
believed that too little of real educa­ 
tion was being taught these children; 
they 
are 
not 
encouraged 
In 
those 
things which 
they choose for tliem- 
selves, he said, which Is the natural 
method of acquiring knowledge. 
He 
toid the story of the board of trustees 
of the schools of Mill Valley, a city 
Just across the bay from San Francis­ 


co. 
A big dealer In electric light fix­ 
tures b came interested in the work 
which the boys of the schools were 
doing In the study of electrical ap­ 
pliances. The merclianat became satis- 
lied that much good was being done 
n the line of endeavor, and he offered 
to buy the work of the pupils, and to 
pay for the labor of pupils outside of 
school hours. 
The board of trustees 
turned down this offer, on the grounds 
that it was commercializing education. 
This was one of the gravest mistakes 
that could possibly have been made, 
Dr. Boone said. 


The speaker believed in a system 
by which the pupil shall choose and 
set for himself his own lessons. 
In­ 
dividual and original effort Is more 
valuable In the scholar than that kind 
of effort which must be presided over 
by the scholastic 
whip. 
Dr. 
Boone 
paid a splendid tribute to the voca­ 
tional work being done at lone, the 
school 
for 
supposedly 
Incorrigible 
boys. Here he found boys working out 
their own Ideas In the various trades, 
building houses complete, and learn­ 
ing all kinds of trades, who had b»en 
sent to tlie school as abnormal chil­ 
dren who were fast becoming danger­ 
ous criminals. 
Dr. Boone says that 
the child once placed in tlie institu­ 
tion of lone should be kept there until 
he had completely mastered a trade 
of his own liking. 


"In the schools we must get 
the 
efforts of the scholnrs and the efforts 
of 
the 
teachers .to 
working In 
the 
same direction, not pulling at 
varl 
anco," the speaker said. 


After the address. Prof. Morgan In 
vlted the people to see the exhibitions 
of 
MlsB Aura Fitch, the teacher of 
drawing, and also to inspect the work 
which the scholars hjive been" doing 
In the manual arts class under Prof. 
C. E. Tredway.
